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Red Polled Cattle. 
A. B. Allen, a correspondent of 
theNational Stockman and Farmer, 
contributes the following to that 
journal: 

This highly useful and beautiful 
breed of English cuttle originated 
in Norfolk and Suffulk counties, 
where they have long been prized 
for their. hardiness, thrift ane 
merits in the dairy and at the 
butcher’s stall. The first volume 
oftheir herd book was published 
in 1874, and preliminary steps haye 
now been taken for the forma-ion 
of a socie:y to further the interests 
of the breed,.and to make it more 
generally kat wn. It is to be ca'led 
the Red Polled Society of Great 
Briiain and Ireland, which may be 
done with propriety, as these cattle 
are rapidly spreading over the 
whole iiniied Kingdom. Itis also 
a favorite in ibe United States and 
Canada, the imporiaiions into 
which are greatly increasing this 
year, sixty head having been ship- 
ped from England in’Apr'l, to be 
followed as the year advances by 
many others, as American agents 
continue there, busy in selecting 
trom the choicest herds. 

Tbe first known to be imported 
into the United States were by Mr. 
G, F. Taber, of l‘utmam couniy, 
New York, December, 1875. He 
informed me that he was induced 
to do this by the perusal of a series 
of articles I wrote on polled catile, 
published in the Covntry Genitle- 
man, commencing March 28, 1872. 

The Red Polls are among the 
most satisfactory aud proutable 
race that the general farmer can 
rear. The heifers breed at two 
years old, and the steers are’ as 
well matured at two as the Short- 
horns at three to fowr years old. 
The cows, especially from Norfolk, 
yield an extra quant.ty of rich 
milk, and continue the flow until 
a short time before calving. Some 
few it is dificult to dry before this. 
They are genile and peaceable in 
dis; osiition, quick feeders and eas- 
ily kept. When dried off ‘hey fat- 
ten cheaply and rapidly, and make 
an excellent quali.y of flesh. Thus 
it may be claimed ihat they are 
excellent general-purpose cows, 
and perbaps are superior to any 
other that the farmer who culii- 
vates a variety of crops can keep. 

Of the uselessness and injury of 
horns on caiile ithe breeders 
throughout our country are being 
rapidly convinced: as we see so 
many are ffow dehorning their 
herds, which may be safely accom- 
plished if skill:ally done in the 
mild months of ithe year; but all 
practically ignorant of ihe per- 
formance of this should never un- 
deriake it. 

The best time to dehorn is es 
soon as the horvs begin to appear 
on the calf.

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ACROSS THE SIERRA. 
From Gegions of Perpetual Snow 
to a Land of Tropical Fruits - 
One Days’ Stage Kiding—Moun- 
tains and Valicys in Coatrast— 
@Gver FIuto the Land of Fruit 
and Flowers, | 


Biaas, Cal., June 7, 1888. 

Jidiior Gazette—I have just ar- 
rived, after an eighty miles ride,to- 
day froim Quiucy, I was called at 
6 o’clock this morning to take the 
stage for Oroville, sixty-five mules 
distaut. At Oroville this eveuing 
I was met bya private carriages aud 
brought over to Biggs. The two 
places are about fifteen miles apart. 
Within the past four days I have 
traveled over 200 miles on oue of 
vbe Most interesting roaije in the 
Sierra. Yesterday there was a big 
snowsiern in the mountains. For 
the first thirty miles of to-day’s 
trip bere and there were seen old 
show banks, sometimestwenty feet 
deep, aud ail along the way con- 
siderable : 

SNOW FRESHLY FALLEN. 

It was cold, tod, bitter cold, Not 
ubly did I wear an overcoat, neck- 
searf and gloves, but [ inade use of 
two lap-robes to Keep out the piere- 
ing, frosty ar. Wen we stopped 
at Buckeye ior dinner [ was almost 
stiff with coil. But as we de- 
seended from the regions of suow 
and emerged from the 150 miles of 
wild mountiin forests, through 
which we had passed, to the vitrus 
belt of domestic groves it krpt 
getting varmer aud wariner. Be- 
fore vigbt we got to Bidweli’s Bar, 
ten ailes frou Orev lic; not onty 
had it bevome necessary to take off 
wy overecat aud undereoat, but the 
necessity did notexist even for a 
lipen duster. We had passed, iu 4 
few hours’ ride by stage, from a 
frigid to « tropical climate, Bid- 
well’s Bar, in early days, was 
one of the richest placer dig- 
gings on tho Pacific Coast. 
We saw all sorts of fruit growing. 
Near by the road stands an orange 
tree, one of the oldest and largest 
in the State. Its yield per aunum 
is sometimes as bigh as 500) oranges.

He read quota- 
tions fo show that Mr. Cox had then 
eulogized England in most extrava- 
gant words, and added that the Back- 
eye in Uhio and the Buckeye in Tam- 
many Hall were two very different 
persons, something like Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde. He charged that Mr. 
Cox did not desvend from Genera! 
Sullivan of Revolutionary fame, as 
had been asseried, but froma family 
named Sullivan of Columbus, Ojuio, 
who bad changed its name when it 
became wealthy in order to get into 
good society. He appealed to Mr. 
Cox’s constituents to dig a hole and 
bury Mr. Cox 1n it, 

Mr. Cox arose aud waited a moment 
before speaking. First of all he 
showed that the book Mr. Woodburn 
had could be easily found in the Con- 
gressional Lihrary. “I propose to 
deal quiecly and gently with tha gen- 
tleman irom Nevada,” he said amid 
laughter. He then charged him with 
suppressing the truth, and asserted 
that he was both teneraatand matlic- 
ious, Hecalled Woodburn a ‘proto- 
plasmic nebula, something whi-h 
floated in space.”’
